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Undoubtedly, if Neil Sedaka kept any 
sort of a diary, and we were to have an 
opportunity to look into the pages of 
that diary, we would find written there 
details pertaining to much of the effort 
that the young star put into practice 
and hard work before rising to the star 
position he is now holding. 

Neil is the sensational new young 
RCA Victor singing star who spent 
most of his 19 years studying the piano 
and composition — intending to be a 
classical concert artist. Although he 
never took a singing lesson in his life, 
his unique and unequalled singing style 
undoubtedly is a combination of God- 
given voice plus musical savvy. 

From the beginning, Brooklyn-born 
Neil Sedaka had his parents with him 
all the way. His grandmother on his 
mother’s ‘side, a concert pianist, had 
studied under famous Walter Damrosch, 
and Neil’s father, a taxi driver, worked 
hard to support his son’s ambitions to 
follow in his grandmother’s footsteps.

The other day a reporter, looking for an angle, asked ABC-TV star Dick 
Clark to give him a glossary of teen-age slang. 

“You know the kind of thing I mean,” the reporter said, “like ‘dig’ and 
‘erazy’ and ‘the most’ and ‘alligator’ and all that.” 

Clark wouldn’t do it. 

The reason he wouldn’t provides an interesting insight, both into the real 
(as distinguished from popularly portrayed) teen-ager, and into Clark him- 
self, newest of teen-age idols. 

“I know the words you mean,” Clark told the reporter, “and I could do your 
glossary. But the kids don’t talk that way. Except for a very few of them, 
teen-agers talk exactly the way you and I do. They use a little worse gram- 
mar -— and they know better.” 

Clark is one of the teen-ager’s leading adult fans, and the youngsters have 
reciprocated by catapulting him into sudden stardom with two television shows. 
His afternoon pop hop “American Bandstand” on ABC-TV has, for a year and 
a half, racked up unheard-of ratings and knocked the competition right out 
of the box. On Feb. 15, 1958 ABC-TV started him in a new Saturday night music 
show, 7:30 to 8:00 p.m., EST. 

As the glossary story indicates, Clark, who sees up to 300,000 teen-agers a 
year, refuses to cash in on the youngsters by holding them up to view as some 
sort of weird, non-human phenomena; for him teen-agers are mostly people,

Announcement of an unusual record 
release came from ABC Paramount a 
few weeks ago when Sam Clarke, presi- 
dent of the diskery, announced the re- 
lease of “The Teen Commandments,” a 
suggested ten-point guide for teenage 
conduct.
